■\Vlio Killed Cock Robin I 

Tbo consequences of the lulling of 
the Esquimalt-Niiiiiiimo Railway Bill 
are serious — may possibly ho disas- 
trous. Nevertheless it is impossible 
not to be amused at tho persistent 
and strained efforts put forth by our 
local contemporary with a view to 
shielding its masters from blame. First 
wo were told that Mr. Mackenzie was 
tho real murderer— that il was ho who 
put up the treacherous game iu the 
Senate! Now we are told that three 
of our own representatives iu the 
House of Commons killed it — two by 
their votes and one by his absence. 
But it is an awkward circumstance in 
so far as this last thoory is concerned 
that the measure was killed in the Sen- 
ate, not iu the Commons. It passed 
through tho lower House by an over- 
whelming majority, so that the vote of 
two members and the absence of one 
could not appreciably affect it one 
way or the other. Wo do not feel 
culled to justify tho absence of the one, 
any moro than the veto of the two. It 
is, however, only fair to. Mr. lloscoo 
to remember that at the time he left 
Ottawa not even tho keenest human 
.prescionee could have anticipated any 
miscarriage, and the largeness of the 
vote by which it was cairied in the 
House of which ho is a member seems 
ample justification of the conclusion 
that his vote would not bo required. 
Nor was it required; for it was a mat- 
ter of no moment whether the division 
list stood 101 to 52 or 102 to o2. The 
conduct of Messrs. Dewdney and Cun- 
ningham in voting against the Bill wo 
cannot help condemning. It is, how. 
ever, to their own constituents they are 
amenable. But even in their ease 
there are extenuating circumstances 
which common fairness will not over- 
look. To tho Mainland tho new terms 
brought back by Mr. Walkem are 
neither acceptable nor just. It should 
be remembered that tho proposal sub- 
mitted through Mr. Edgar, while con- 
ceding to the Island all it was to have 
received at the hands of Lord Carnar- 
von, promised moro to the Mainland. 
The immediate construction of a waggon 
road and telegraph, to bo followed by 
tho commencement of railway con- 
struction at several points in tho in- 
terior as soon as the surveys could be 
completed and the work placed under 
contract, were terms unquestionably 
promising more satisfactory results to 
that section of the country than those 
obtained through tho intervention of 
.Lord Carnarvon. So, at, any rate, 
these two Mainland mombers regard- 
ed the matter; and when it is borne in 
mind that they saw, or thought they 
saw, the wholo price of Relaxation 
going to the Island and a grave in- 
justice done to the Mainland, if seems 
scarcely surprising that they should 
have voted as they did. There was 
still another consideration which had 
its weight: The Island representatives 
persisted in claiming the Island rail- 
way as a part of tho stipulated Caua 
diau Pacific Railway of the original 
Terms of Union; and Mainland mem- 
bers discovered, or imagined they dis- 
covered, in it an element of danger to 
their cherished routo down the valley 
of tho Fraser. Had Island members- 
been content to accept the railway as 
a distinct work, without prejudice to 
tho route of the trunk line and ultima- 
tely fo form part of it or not according 
as the arbitrary and irresistible logic 
of engineering developments might 
decide, there would have been less 
excuse for the hostile voteof Mainland 
members. But we have wandered 
further into this corollary than was in- 
tended. To return to the main ques- 
tion, it is already pretty generally 
known that the Local Government 
killed the Bill by their repudiation of 
that Relaxation of which it was the 
piie.. This is # no rand um assertion. 
It is undeniable. Proof positive of il 
is in this city. Nor is this an isolated 
act of folly on the part of Ministers. 
It constitutes the crowning act of a 
long series of criminal blunders, com- 
mencing with the refusal to negotiate 
with tho Dominion Government. The 
first lost, to the Province tho advanta- 
ges of railway construction for a whole 
year. Tho last has been tho means of 
delaying it for yet another year, possi- 
bly for longer!

The Main "Water -Pipes. 

Editor Colonist. — I do not wonder 
that somo members of tho City Council 
should bo suspicious that something 
wrong might tako placo respecting tho 
laying of tho main wator pipes, and to 
provent tho ratepayers being imposed 
upon they very properly wan tod a com- 
petent person appointed to superintend 
tho laying of the said pipes. According 
to tho specifications, "each joint shall bo 
framed in tho following manner: after 
thopipo end has been proporly placed in 
tho socket and tho Jpipo properly laid in 
line, platted or twisted honip gasket 
woll greased with hard tallow shall he 
wound round tho pipe, and woll caulked 
down to tho bottom of tho socket round 
tho pipe end; the gasket shall bo propor- 
ly caulked with a proper caulking tool un- 
til it forms a hard, compact ring not loss 
than ono inch in depth. After tho homp 
packing is complete, tho socket shall bo 
fitted flush with melted load, and tho lead 
Bhall be further caulked to tost and in- 
sure its compactness." Now, to do this 
will require a lead gasket 3 inches wide, 
weighing about 20 pounds to each joint, 
but according to all appearance a lead 
gasket one inch wido will bo usod, re- 
quiring less than 7 pounds to each joint 
which is cortaiuly not according to tho 
specifications and will not only ho a 
great loss to tho public but it will bo 
acting very unfairly towards those who 
tendered for tho work and based thoir 
calculations upon using load gaskets 3 
inches wido and requiring at least 20 lbs. 
of lead at each joint.

Apia, Feb. 10th, 1875. 

Editor British Colonist: — As the 
schooner on berth for San Francisco has 
been many days delayed, t^ am induced 
to inflict upon you a short addition to my 
letter of the 5th. I was than so enrapped 
in the company of tho muses that I omit- 
ted to mention the interesting event to ns 
at Samoa of the arrival of a British man- 
of-war. To the good folks of Victoria, 
V. I., tho arrival of a war vessel is of as 
little or less interest than that of a mer- 
chantman, but to tho foreign residents of 
Apia suoh an event is pregnant with 
importance. There are so many disputes 
to bo settled, wrongs to bo righted, in- 
juries to bo avenged and claims against 
the "poor natives" to bo demanded by 
tho "Captain of tho man-of-war as soon 
as ho arrives," that you would really im- 
agine that that officer had moro cases in 
litigation to adjudicate upon during tho 
course of a few days' stay than all your 
learned judges and magistrates could at- 
tend to in a 12 month with tho most ar- 
duous application. Ilowovor, liko a per- 
son with a "raging tooth," who some- 
times feols .suddenly and miraculously 
relieved of pain when he comes in sight 
of the dentist's door, so our good folks

It seems that two of theso "gal- 
lant defenders" had been amusing thorn-., 
selves in a bar-room in auduously endea- 
voring to break each other's necks by 
that highly approved and truly British 
method of the "Westmoreland stylo" of 
wrestling, and which feat ono of them 
succeeded most effectually in accomplish- 
ing. Tho unfortunate man was buried 
in tho Catholic cemetery of Apia. Tho 
solemn and imposing ceremonies of tho 
Catholic Church having been per- 
formed ovor his remains, and tho usual 
salute fired over his last resting placo by 
a squad of his late gallant comrades clos- 
ing tho mournful pageant..

merit the praise and thanks of all 
good Christians for their great and suc- 
cessful efforts in extending feelings of 
chastity and morality amongst them.

The 
firemen wero driven back step by 
step. Ono after another of the stores 
on Main street wero licked up. From 
Alsama to Cheap itreets, on which were 
all the principal dry good -fores, banks, 
hotels and newspaper offices, all went 
down before the resistless hurricane. 
Merchants bad time to save but little. A 
few succeeded in carrying a few loads of 
most valuable goods away from the track 
of the tire. Two hotels of the largest ca- 
pacity, finely furnished with all the latest 
improvements, were destroyed. News- 
paper and telegraph offices .shared the 
same fate of the surrounding buildings of 
tho North Western office. Throe men are 
reported killed; but such is the confusion 
that it is impossible to ascertain their 
names. Rumors of further los-i of life 
are prevalent. Over two thousand ri si- 
deuoes, one hundred stores, hotels, banks, 
opera house (a valuable structure, cost- 
ing nearly §100,000), and the shingle and 
saw mills, besides an immenso quantitv 
of lumber, were destroyed. The loss upon 
the whole cannot fall short of §2,000,000, 
while it may reaoh double that amount. 
Tho scenes in the city leillh description. 
Everything is confusion confounded. 
Hundreds of families are homeless, and 
women and children arc dying ah nit the 
streets or going round In searoh of places 
of shelter from the chilly night air. The 
heavens are lit up villi tho lurid glare of 
tho fire, which is yet burning' fiercely 
within the limit to which it ha., been cop- 
lined.
